The number of Births, Deaths, and Marriages, registered in Queensland 
for 1874, having been already published by command, as a Preliminary Statement, 
I have now the honor of submitting to you the completed Tables constituting the 
Vital Statistics for the year. 


The full detail of the particulars of the registrations is found in Appendix A, 
attached to this Report. 


The Registry Districts into which the Colony is divided, were the same in 
the period under review, as in the previous year. A Return of these, numbering 41, 
with the names of the District Registrars, is contained in Appendix B, hereto. 


Appendix C gives Meteorological Observer’s Report, Meteorological Tables, 
and Index thereto. 


In presenting these Tables, which have been prepared by the Deputy 
Registrar-General in the usual way from the records of the Department, I beg to 
offer some brief remai.. upon the information they contain, and to subjoin some 
additional Tables presenting this in a more condensed form, for the public 
convenience, 
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The unsatisfactory nature of the territorial divisions of the Colony for the 
various purposes of Government, has been dwelt upon by my predecessor in some 
of his Reports, in alluding to the utter confusion and want of system they exhibit, 
and the great and increasing inconvenience arising out of this want of correspondence; 
the Police Districts, the Electoral Districts, the Registry Districts, and the Census 
Districts being all different. 


After a fresh formation, or re-adjustment of the boundaries of a number of 
the Census Districts in preparation for taking the Census of 1876, a plan has been 
submitted specifying boundaries of several new districts rendered necessary by 
increased recent settlement. This has necessitated a re-adjustment of the boundaries 
of other districts; and asa step towards the uniform territorial division which is 
so desirable, the new and altered Census Districts have all been made to correspond 
with the Police Districts. 


It is of the greatest importance, for obvious reasons, that the Registry Districts 
and Census Districts, especially, should be the same, and the Deputy Registrar- 
General has been requested to report on this, with a view to recommending that this 
should be at once effected by re-proclaiming all the Registry Districts, their 
boundaries being made identical with the Census Districts as now re-adjusted. It 
is evident that no material difficulty will be encountered in effecting this change, 
the immediate adoption of which is therefore now recommended. 


Coming now to the consideration of the Tables, it may be well to explain 
that, for statistical purposes, the mean population is generally taken as the basis of 
calculation, and that this is estimated simply by adding the numbers of total population 
at the beginning and at the end of the year, and taking the half of the sum. The 
estimated mean population of the year under review is 155,103. 


The first of the appendices, No. lisa synoptical table of the Vital Statistics, 
from a period prior to the existence of Queensland asa separate colony, and extend- 
ing over nineteen years, from 1556 to 1574 inclusive. 


The first division of this synopsis gives the population on the 81st December 
of each year, its increase, numerical and centesimal, and the proportion of the 
sexes. The second part presents mean population each year, and its numerical and 
centesimal increase. The third division shows the Births, their proportion to mean 
population of each year, and their numerical and centesimal increase. The fourth 
exhibits the Deaths under the same arrangement. The fifth states the infantile 
mortality in the same way. ‘The last part of the synopsis gives Marriages, their 
increase or decrease, and their proportion to population of each year. 


To begin with the basis of these estimates :— 


POPULATION. 


The population has increased during the year from 146,690, the estimated 
population of 1873, to 163,517. We have, therefore, added 16,827 to our numbers 
in the twelve months ending December 81st, 1874. 


The ratio of increase over the estimated population at the end of 1873 has 
been 11:47 per cent. This isa higher rate than has obtained before since the year 
1865. It consists, first, of the natural increase, that is, from excess of births over 
deaths ; and secondly, of increase from arrivals by sea in excess of departures 
in the same way. The excess from births over deaths numbered 3,589, that of 
immigration, 18,238. 


The natural increase during the year was at the rate of 2-44 per cent., and 
the increase from immigration over emigration, was in the ratio of 9:02 per cent. 
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Proportion of the Sexes —The number of persons constituting the population 
at the end of the year in review consists of 97,860 males, and of 65,657 females; 
the proportions for the previous year being—males, 87,154, females, 59,536. The 
increase of males in 1874 has therefore been 10,706; that of the other sex, 6,121; 
in the ratio of 12°28 males and 10°28 females. 


It is no doubt much to be regretted that the disproportion between the sexes, 
which has obtained from the first, should still remain unaltered. The following 
table shows that there has been little fluctuation, and little or no improvement in 
this respect :—

It may be remarked that though the disproportion of females is larger than 
in some of the other colonies, this would soon be remedied by the natural increase, 
but for the large yearly immigration, tending to increase the evil from its great dis- 
proportion between males and females. The law almost universally operating to 
equalise the sexes is thus interfered with. The natural increase tends to correct the 
disproportion, the number of males and females born being nearly equal. It would 
seem most desirable that by means of an increased immigration of females, the dis- 
proportion between the sexes should be lessened. 


The following Table shows the increase of population by excess of births over 
deaths, and by excess of immigration over emigration in the fifteen years from 1860 
to 1874 :—

The increase from immigration in excess of emigration has reference only to 
arrivals and departures by sea. The population, as given from year to year between 
the periods of taking the Census, is calculated by adding to the estimated numbers at 
the end of each year the excess of births over deaths, and of immigration over 
emigration; but, as there are no means of arriving at the latter source of increase 
except by the arrivals and departures by sea, this part of the estimate is but an 
approximation to the actual increase from this source. 
The births, deaths, and marriages during the year have been as follows :— 
Births 6,383, consisting of 3,280 males, 3,103 females. 
Deaths 2,794, consisting of 1,777 males, 1,017 females. 
Marriages, 1,340. 
In Appendix A, Table No. II. shows the births, deaths, and marriages for 
1874, the estimated population of 1873, and of 1874, and the estimated mean 
population of 1874. 
BIRTHS. 


The number of Registered Births in the year under review is 6,383. This is 
an increase in advance of the increase of the two previous years. In 1872, the 
increase over that of 1871 is given in the Report as 60; in 1873 the advance over the 
previous year amounted to 455; the increase for 1874 in excess of that of the 
previous year is 663. 

The Burth-rate during the year under review has been 41:1 per thousand of the 
estimated total mean population. This is a far higher rate of increase than that 
generally obtaining in England and Wales, and it exceeds the birth-rate of the other 
principal Australian colonies; and, as far as the means of comparison are at 
present available, is seen to be considerably in advance of the birth-rate in some of 
the most important divisions of the United States of America. 

In England and Wales the birth-rate in the decenniad ending 1870 was 352 
per thousand of the mean population. In Victoria, as seen by Report on Vital 
Statistics, in the ten years ending 1873, the proportion of births to population pretty 
regularly decreased from 43°59 per thousand, in 1864, to 36:01 in 1873. In New 
South Wales the ratio of births as given in the Statistical Register of 1874. is 38°87 
per thousand, which is said to be a slight decrease over the previous year. ;

The high birth-rate in Queensland is the more satisfactory considered in 
connection with the disproportion between the sexes before alluded to. The propor- 
tion between the two sexes in the United Kingdom is very nearly equal, the number 
of females being a little in excess of males. With anything like an equalization in 
the proportion of the sexes, there would be a birth-rate in the colony very largely in 
advance of that of England and Wales, and in the whole United Kingdom. 

fable No. IIL in Appendix A shows the number of births registered in 
Queensland in each quarter of the year 1874, distinguishing between males and 
females, and showing the number of births in each quarter of the year in each 
Registry District. It will be noticed that the greatest number of births occurred 
during the third quarter of the year, amounting to 1,710; in the first and second 
quarters they are nearly equal, showing 1,579 from January to March, and 1,570 from 
ay to June; the last quarter shows the lowest number of births, amounting to

PROPORTIONATE NUMBER OF MALE AND FEMALE BIRTHS. 

The proportion of females to males born during the year is in accordance 
with what appears to be all but universal, the number of births of males in every 
part of the world being a little in excess of that of females. It is stated that as the 
result of some millions of observations collected for the purpose, it was ascertained 
that in Europe generally 106 males are born to 190 females. Two remarkable excep- 
tions to this rule seem to have occurred in Queensland, one in the year 1863 and 
again in 1872, in which latter year the numbers were 2,620 males, and 2,645 females. 
This phenomenon is not altogether unexampled. It appears that in 1862, in two 
counties, Dorsetshire and Rutlandshire, the like remarkable circumstance occurred. 
In South Australia, too, an instance of a similar departure from the natural law is 
recorded in the Statistical Register of 1872, where the number of births of males is 
seen to have exceeded that of females by only one, the figures being, males 3,553, 
females 3,552. 


The male births in the colony during the year have been 3,280, females 3,108, 
this being in almost exact accordance with the ordinary proportions in Europe of 
106 males to 100 females. 
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The proportion per cent. of males born in the year to the total number of 
males living, taking the mean population, was 3:54 ; the proportion of females born in 
the year to the total number of females living was 4°95. 


Twin and Triplet Births —There were 114 twins born in the year, 59 males 
and 55 females; the number recorded for the previous year being 100, composed of 
54 males and 46 females. There was one case of triplets registered during the year, 
all females. 


Illegitimate Births —The number of births out of wedlock registered for the 
year is 176; a centesimal rate of 2°75 on the whole number of births in the colony, 
being for the Brisbane District at the rate of 0°81 to the whole number, and for 
the other districts at the rate of 1:94 to such total births. 


The number of illegitimate births during the year was 21 more than in the 
previous year of 1878. It may be remarked that the rate of births of this description 
is lower here than in some of the other Australian colonies, and is considerably 
under the ordinary rate in the United Kingdom, which in 1870 is given as 5°6 per 
cent. 


MARRIAGES. 
During the year under review 2,680 persons were married, this being a less 
number by 28 than in the previous year; that is to say, the marriages numbered 
14 less than in 1873. 


A decrease in the number of marriages is not a favorable indication, the 
marriage-rate being regarded as a tolerably correct gauge of the general prosperity 
of the country. This, however, must not be considered apart from other circum- 
stances, and there have been forces in operation during the year which are sufficient 
to account for a falling off in the number of marriages. It is thought that the 
decrease may be sufficiently explained in the large number of young men who were 
drawn off from the ordinary modes of life by the attractions of gold digging, and 
who went to swell the numbers now constituting the considerable population of the 
newly settled Northern Districts of the Cook and the Palmer. 


Marriage-rate——During the year 1874 the proportion of marriages to the 
mean population has been 8°63 per thousand, or 17:27 per thousand, counting the 
number of persons married. 


The proportion of marriages to population in most of the colonies of 
Australia is low as compared with England and Wales; and this is what might be 
expected from the disparity in the proportionate number of the sexes in these 
colonies. The proportion of males and females in England and Wales is about 
equal, the number of females being slightly in excess of that of males, and the 
marriage-rate for many years averaged 16:0 per thousand persons married of mean 
population. In Queensland, the proportion of females to each hundred males in 
the year under review was only 67:67 ; and it is very satisfactory to see, notwith- 
standing this disparity, that the marriage-rate is yet higher than in England and 


Wales. 


The following Table presents in one view the population at the end of the 
year, the mean population, the proportion of females to 100 males, and the 
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proportion of persons married in England and Wales, in Victoria, in New South 
Wales, in South Australia, and in Queensland, during the last ten years :-—

Nore.—No data as to the population of England and Wales at the end of each Year, excepting Census Year: the figures given above have been 
taken from the reports of the Registrar-General of England, who bases his calculations on the population as estimated to the 30th June. The mean 


population of Victoria, New South Wales, South Australia, and Queensland, has been arrived at by adding together the numbers at the beginning 
and end of the Year respectively, and dividing the sum. 


The average number of persons married in England and Wales, is stated by the Registrar-General of England to have been 16°5 to every 1,000 
of the mean population for the 34 years, 1838 to 1871; and by the above table it will be found that the average for the 10 years (1865 to 1874), was, 
for Victoria, 13°28 per 1,000; New South Wales, 14°22 per 1,000; South Australia, 15°30 per 1,000; and for Queensland, 13°78 per 1,000. 


The average proportion for the above ten years, of Females to each 100 Males, of the mean population was, for England, 105°36; for Victoria, 
79°60; for New South Wales, 80°76; South Australia, 93°61; and for Queensland, 66°23. P es i ; 


It will be seen that in Queensland there was an average in ten years of only 
66:23 of females to 100 males, and that the marriage-rate was 18°78 per thousand of 
the mean population ; that in England and Wales there was an average of 105°86 of 
females to 100 males, with a marriage-rate of only 16°5 to every thousand; that in 
Victoria there was an average in ten years of 79°60 females to 100 males, the 
marriage-rate being 13°28 per thousand; that in New South Wales the proportion 
of females was 80°76 to 100 males, and a marriage-rate of 14-22 per thousand; 
that in South Australia the proportion of females to 100 males was 93°61, approach- 
ing closely to the English proportion, while the rate of marriages was below that 
of Queensland, being only 15°30 per thousand,

REGISTRAR-GENERAL’S REPORT—VITAL STATISTICS. ies 


The following statement from the Victorian Year Book is interesting in 
connection with this important part of our Vital Statistics :— 


“The marriage-rate in Victoria is low as compared with that prevailing in 
“ England and Wales, and in the other Australian colonies. The subjoined rate 
“ for England and Wales is based upon an average extending over 33 years; that 
“ for each of the colonies upon an average extending over the last two years. It 
“ will be noticed that whilst the rate in every one of the colonies is higher than in 
“ Victoria, in Queensland and in New Zealand only, and in the latter very slightly, 
is it higher than in England.

In a comparison of the marriage-rates in the colony and in England and 
Wales it must be borne in mind that this may mislead, unless considered in connec- 
tion with the fact of the large proportion of persons living in the old country who 
are passed the meridian of life. This, no doubt, considerably modifies the question ; 
and has, perhaps, much to do with our comparatively high marriage-rate in Queens- 
land, as compared to that found to obtain in England. Still, the margin is much too 
large thus to account altogether for the advantage we have in this way; especially 
as we see that the marriage-rate in Queensland is much higher than in the other 
principal Australian colonies, notwithstanding that their proportion of females to 
males is much larger than ours, and that with regard to the proportion of aged 
persons we are probably on an equal footing. 


If the marriage-rate may be reckoned upon as anything like a true barometer 
of prosperity, the wide range it has exhibited in Queensland would indicate a highly 
fluctuating fortune in our history; but the somewhat remarkable differences thus 
shown are doubtless to be chiefly accounted for by the disturbing influences of our 
gold discoveries, and are, perhaps, not a little due to the changes effected by our large 
immigration, necessarily fluctuating in its operation. 


It is observable that the years marked by the greatest depression in the 
marriage-rate are those which are sometimes alluded to as the dark period of our 
history, and that the rate steadily rises with returning prosperity. The lower rate 
of marriages during the year under review, for the reasons given, may fairly be 
regarded as wholly exceptional. 


Forms of Marriage —In England notice is taken of the great changes which 
have occurred in the rites or forms adopted for the legal ratification of the marriage 
contract. This is seen in the varying number of marriages according to the rites of 
the different religious denominations, and the steadily increasing proportion of 
marriages taking place in the offices of the Registrars; these latter having increased 
in England from 2°3 per cent. of the total number in the quinquennium of 1841— 
5 to 8-9 per cent. in the year 1871. 
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The following Table shows the number of marriages solemnised according to 
the rites of the several religious denominations in each church, also the nuumben of 
marriages in the Registry Offices involving no religious ceremony, with their increase 
or decrease during the last two years.

Ages at marriage.—In England and Wales in 1870 the mean ages of men at 
first marriage is given as 25°8, that of women 24-4; this being nearly the same as in 
the five previous years. Table VI in Appendix A, showing the various ages of 
husbands and wives married in the year, is curious and interesting. 


Taking first the males, reading the table horizontally, it shows that the lowest 
ageis 17, giving 2 married at that early period of life. There are no cases of marriage 
at a very advanced age, 66 years being the limit, at which period there was one male 
registered as married; the age at which the largest number of marriages took place 
among the males was 25, the total number of husbands at that age being 114. 


The number and ages of females at marriage is seen by locking up and down 
the columns, reading the table perpendicularly. It will be seen that 7 were married 
at the age of 15 years; the numbers continue to increase and reach their highest at 
the age of 21 years, showing 187 married at that age. It may be suspected some of 
these ought to have appeared under the previous column; however, a high number 
is maintained at the next step, 22 years, when it reaches 131 ; then gradually lessening 
with some variations as ages rise up to that of 55 years, the most advanced period, 
showing one married at that age. 


Minors.—Of the number of persons married, 83 males and 423 females were 
under 21 years, the proportion of minors being 2°46 men in a hundred, and 31°57 
women in a hundred. ‘This is, as far as the females are concerned, a much greater 
proportion than in England and Wales, where for the ten years 1859-1868 the 
proportion of women marricd under 21 years was 19-9 in a hundred, the proportion 
of men in the same year marrying under that age having beea 6°6 per hundred. 


Signature of Marriage Registers.—The number of persons making their marks 
instead of signing their names in the Marriage Registers, has generally been relied 
on as affording an approximate idea of the ignorance prevailing -among the million 
in the United Kingdom. In connection with the important questions involved in 
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Vital Statistics, such as their bearing on public health, on the question of popula- 
tion, and on a great variety of social problems, are the following remarks in the 
Thirty-third Annual Report of the Registrar-General in England :— 


“Among them I may venture to mention the question of education for the 
“people, which has been very much advanced by the remarkable revelations of the 
“Marriage Registers, which showed that in the forty-first year of the nineteenth 
“century, 41 per cent. of the future fathers and mothers of the English nation had 
“been left by the country so imperfectly educated, that they could not write their 
“names legibly. This deplorable fact was brought under the notice of Parliament 
“in these reports year after year, and strengthened the hands of those who had 
“een long laboring in vain, or but with little effect, to place the keys of elementary 
“knowledge within the whole people’s possession. The subsequent reports show, 
“as on a scale, the progressive improvements which took place; and now give, as 
“the starting point of the new laws which the wisdom of Parliament has sanctioned, 
“the fact, that still, in the year 1870, of the persons marrying, 24 in a hundred, or 
“20 in a hundred men, and 27 in a hundred women, made their marks and did not 
“write their names in the registers.” 


With very many signing the registers the skill of putting together the letters 
of their own names will be the extent of their writing capability, and the number of 
certificates signed with names can therefore be but a doubtful test of rudimentary 
education; on the other hand, some, doubtless, who could have signed have only 
affixed their marks. Happily, this matter possesses less interest here than in 
England ; yet, while so large a proportion of the increase of our population is derived 
from immigration, we can hardly afford to dispense with this means of ascertaining 
what proportion of the community may be destitute of the benefits of rudimentary 
instruction. 


It will be seen by the following table, that in Queensland a very much 
smaller proportion of persons sign with a mark than in the United Kingdom, and 
this would here be speedily reduced to a mere infinitesimal proportion by the opera- 
tion of our system of State Education, but for the large annual accessions to our 
population by immigration recruited principally from the less favored classes of 
Great Britain.

It will be seen that of the men who married in the year under review, 97, or 
7°24 per cent., and of the women 170, or 12°69 per cent., signed the registers by 
mark, the remainder having written their names.

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DEATHS. 

The deaths registered in Queensland during the year 1874 were 2,794, con- 
sisting of 1,777 males and 1,017 females, a number exceeding that of the former 
year by 544. The registered births of the year under review, as before stated, were 
6,383; the deaths were therefore 3,589 less than the births. This excess of 
births over deaths is greater than in the previous year, when the births showed an 
excess of 3,470; the excess of births over deaths in the year 1874 being 119 more 
than the excess of the former year over that which preceded it. 


Death-rate-—The proportion of deaths to mean population in the yor 
under consideration shows a total death-rate of 18°00 per thousand. This is higher 
than the. death-rate for the last seven years, though less than in the four former 
years. 


The following Table exhibits the death-rate in Queensland in the last decen- 
niad, showing population, mean population, and giving death-rate per thousand of 
both males and females in each year.

The mortality in Brisbane, as compared with the country districts, cannot be 
made with any near approach to accuracy because of the fact before alluded to, that 
there is no correspondence between the Census Districts within which the population 
is periodically ascertained, and the Registry Districts for births, marriages, and 
deaths. In re-arranging the Districts for the Census to be taken in May, the 
boundaries of Police Districts have been followed, and arrangements have also been 
made for making the Census and Registry Districts identical. This will prove in 
many respects advantageous, and especially so in the facilities it will give as soon 
as the coming Census is taken, and the population in each of the new Census 
Districts determined, for ascertaining the proportion of deaths to population in each 
of the districts; thus increasing the practical value of these returns, especially for 


the important purpose of comparing mortality in the metropolitan and country 
districts. 
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MORTALITY OF INFANTS. 

It appears to have been considered that the climate of Queensland is 
exceptionally unfavorable to children, and the proportion of deaths of children 
under five years has been adduced in support of this. It is admitted that this is 
actually something higher than in many other parts of the world; but perhaps it has 
not been sufficiently taken into account, that the very small proportion of old persons 
in our community makes the death-rate higher among the young. A large proportion 
of the population being beyond the dangers of childhood, and not. being yet much 


advanced in life, the deaths among children will thus necessarily figure more largely 
than in older communities. 


A careful examination of this part of the Vital Statistics in Queensland as — 
compared with those of England and Wales, of some of the United States of 
America, and of the longer settled communities of some of the other Australian 
colonies, leads to the conclusion that the difference thus indicated is wholly 
sufficient to account for the higher proportion of deaths in children under five 
years obtaining in this colony, and that there is no sufficient ground for the 
impression that the climate of Queensland is any more unfavorable to infant life 
than that of the other colonies, or than that of Great Britain. 


It is seen from Table N, published in the Report on Vital Statistics of Queens- 
land for 1878, that during the fourteen years from 1860 to 1873, the average rate 
per cent. of deaths under five years was 47°93. For the year under review the rate 
has been 43°18, giving an average for the fifteen years of 46°98. In the Report on 
the Vital Statistics of New South Wales for 1873, it is stated in reference to deaths 
under five years,—‘“ The mean percentage for the last ten years is 44°07 for the 
* colony, 46°85 for Sydney, 56°42 for the suburbs.’ In Victoria the deaths under five 
years for 1873 are given at 42°64. 


In the Annual Report of the Registrar-General in England for 1870, it is 
stated that 41-1 per cent. were children under five years, as against 40:0, 42°3, and 
41:1 per cent. respectively in the three previous years. But the report proceeds :— 


“Real infant mortality may be satisfactorily measured by its proportion to 
“births registered. To each one hundred births in 1870, 16 deaths under one year 
* occurred, that is, 17-4 male and 14°5 female, as against 15°6 per cent. in 1869, 
“The proportional infant mortality measured in this way 18°83 per cent. during the 
“ vear in seventeen of the largest English towns, and averaged from 15-0 and 16:0 
respectively in Sunderland and Portsmouth, to 22:1 in Norwich, 23°5 in Leicester, 
*©29°9 Liverpool.” 

In Queensland the proportion of deaths of children under one year to each 
one hundred births has been, as shown in the following Table :—

The Percentage of Total Deaths of Children under five years, to the Total Deaths in the Colony in 1874, is 43°13. 


The percentage of deaths of children under five years is thus seen to vary very 
much in the several Registry Districts, and to range high in most of the townships. 
Brisbane has a percentage of 52°13 to the total deaths in the District of Brisbane. 
There are others where it is still higher; Gympie has 52°70, Logan has 52°63, 
Stanthorpe has 59°18, Toowoomba 53°57. The rate then decreases, Rockhampton 
47°93, Maryborough 45°79, Warwick 42°35. The above tables show that the total 
percentage of children dying under twelve months old, as compared to the number 
of births in the colony during the ten years, 1865 to 1874, is considerably below the 
general rate in England and Wales; and though it is higher in the towns than in 
the country districts, it is also very much lower in our towns than in the large 
English towns beforenamed. While this is satisfactory as a whole, it cannot but be 
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regretted that our centres of population are found to be more unhealthy than the 
country districts. This is doubtless the natural result of defective drainage and an 
insufficient water supply. It is to be feared that the evil results will be made more 
evident in the figures to be submitted in connection with this part of the Vital 
Statistics for the year 1875. 


It will be manifest that it was not before it became an imperative necessity, 
that active measures were taken in Brisbane, to carry off the sewage of the city 
by a main culvert, and to secure a fuller supply of water for the use of the large 
and increasing population of the place. 


In a comparison of the mortality of the several towns, it is of some 
importance to remark, that the death-rate may be sensibly increased in the great 
centres of population by the number of invalids who are attracted to the metropolitan 
towns for the sake of the aid afforded by our public hospitals; as well as in other 
cases to obtain the best medical advice from physicians in private practice. 

During the year under review 148 persons have died in the General Hospital 
and other public institutions in Brisbane, as seen by the following table; and no 
doubt a number of deaths have occurred from amoung those who have come to reside 
in the principal town in the colony to be within reach of medical aid, but whose 
maladies have proved incurable :—

It will be seen that the births on board our English ships, chiefly laden with 
immigrants, have numbered 57; the deaths having been 141, the excess of deaths 
over births being 84. 


In the German ships, the births number 13, the deaths 19, the excess of 
deaths being 6. 


The mortality in the European immigration by British ships during the 
year was 1°59 per cent. on arrivals; that by German vessels was 2°61 per cent. 


It should perhaps be remarked, that the comparison of mortality between 
German and British ships is of little value here, as only two German vessels appear 
to have arrived during the year. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


All the information that can be ordinarily required as to the causes of death 
is contained in the Appendix A tables, arranged in the usual form. 


Table XI shows, on one side, the number of deaths for each month in the 
year, and the class and order of disease proving fatal in each case; on the other 
side are seen the ages of all who have died, males and females. Tables XII to XIV 
give deaths in each registry district, the twelfth giving males, the thirteenth 
females, the fourteenth males and females together. 


The mortality from a certain class of disease is admitted on the highest 
authority to depend largely upon circumstances, and particularly upon sanitary 
conditions. A comparison of the various causes of death with the total number of 
deaths in the colony during the several years has shown a gradual change, more or 
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less regular, in the deaths arising from these specific forms of disease. This is seen 
in the following table, which shows centesimal rates of causes of death compared 
with total deaths in each year from 1865 to 1874; the diseases being classified in 
the Nosological Tables on the model introduced some years since by Dr. Farr, and 
now in general use in Great Britain and the Australian Colonies.

It may be seen that the Deaths not traceable to a distinct cause, as registered 
in the Brisbane District for the year under review, are very few in number, and are 
less than in the former year, indicating an increased exactness in carrying out the 
system of registration in the District. 
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There can be but one opinion as to the neglected condition of our larger 


towns in the colony. It would seem that we had hitherto presumed upon the 


remarkable general healthfulness of our Australian climate to an extent which ne 
Il necessary precautions against what are 


amounted almost to a total disregard of a we 
known as preventible diseases. The time, however, has arrived when attention 1s f 

length aroused to the imperative necessity of some comprehensive system, not only 
of main-sewerage but of subsidiary and house-drainage, such as can alone aa 
effectual against the frightful evils which threaten from the class of diseases induce 

by overcrowding, and the poisonous exhalations of decomposing garbage and ges 
ferous sewage which lie sweltering in the sun throughout some of our streets. To 
turn this into the river might be little, if any, better than allowing it to lie, as 
hitherto, exposed in the open gutters; but surely it may be hoped that ere long, in 
connection with a thorough system of drainage we shall have the establishment of 
deodorising works, such as have proved successful in many parts of England, where 
what is otherwise a prolific source of disease and death has been rendered not only 
harmless, but actually turned into something of value, either as manure or otherwise, 
and thus been made to contribute towards paying for the necessary outlay. What- 
ever the cost may be, the question must, before long, be fairly looked in the face, 
and any amount of necessary outlay will prove the greatest economy, as jong as it 
is incurred before the evil assumes larger proportions than already begin to loom 
upon us. 


Throughout the colony the class of diseases known as “ Constitutional” 
exhibit a proportion a little less than in the previous year 1873. It will be seen by 
Table XV in Appendix A that the proportion of deaths from phthisis under this 
class ranges very high. This may be accounted for in some measure by the number 
of persons suffering from a diseased condition of the lungs, who are attracted to 
Queensland by its dry and healthy climate, but are not sufficiently early in their 
trial of its beneficial effects.

Under class III, “Local Diseases,” the first order, “ Nervous Diseases, 
figure, as usual, largely; the rate of other orders of diseases in this class being very 
low. 


In class LV, “ Developmental,” the diseases in the order “ Nutrition” are 
somewhat lower than last year; but, as usual, the rate is higher than in any other 
order in this class of disease. 


It will be seen in Table XV in Appendix A, that of all the causes of death, 
dysentery stands first in the order of fatality, 222 deaths having been thus caused. 
The number of deaths from this cause have more than doubled during the year 
under review, having increased from 102 to 222. 'This will be almost wholly 
accounted for by the fatality of the disease in the new gold-finding district of the 
Palmer. 


The next in order in the list of causes of death in degree of fatality, stands 
“Convulsions,” under which general head may doubtless be included many of the 
specific diseases incident to the period of infancy. The deaths from convulsions 
stand at 215, as against 186 in the previous year of 1873. 


“ Diarrhoea” presents a considerable increase, accounting for 177 deaths, as 
against 101 in the former year. Phthisis shows 163 against 145 in the former year. 


“‘Teething”’ is returned as the cause of death in 77 cases; this being an 
increase in the year of 31. Many of the cases described under “Convulsions” 
might no doubt have been more carefully returned under this head. 


* Remittent fever” exhibits a large increase in 1874-over the former year, 
numbering 116, as against 52.

Heart disease”’ shows an increase in the year 1874 of 15 over the two former 
years, when the numbers were in both years alike, 71. 


“Typhus fever’ gives 78 as against 67 in 1873.

Diphtheria” shows a large decrease, the deaths from this cause being only 
4 in the year under review, as against 73 in the previous year 1873. 
“ Bronchitis” also shows a decrease, being 35 only against 63. “ Whooping 
Cough” also has a decrease, being 24 to 59. 


The following causes of death thus compare in number, as shown in the 
previous year.

The other causes of death exhibit little that is worthy of notice by comparison 
with the same causes of death in the year 1873. 


“Old Age.”’—It is observable how far down the list of causes of death this 
is found; showing how few, comparatively, in the colony have yet attained much 
beyond the middle period of life. 


Deaths from violence, though not in so large a proportion as in some previous 
years, are yet seen to be too numerous, in all averaging 10°88 per cent. of the whole 
number of deaths. More than half of these are from drowning: 120 persons 
having thus died ; a number considerably in excess of the cases reported during the 
former year. 


There are ten cases of suicide, three of manslaughter, and two executions 
during the year, being by that number in excess of the year 1873, when happily 
not one criminal suffered this humiliating death. 


“‘Murder.”—There have been eighteen cases of murder recorded in the year, 
of which ten males and two females met their death at the hands of aborigines in 
the far North, between the Cooktown and Palmer River Gold Fields. 


Death was caused by lightning in three instances during the year, not one 
such case having occurred in 1873. 


*‘ Sunstroke”’ is recorded as the cause of death in six cases during the year 
under review, and it may be doubted whether such cases sometimes recorded might 
not generally have more properly been classed under a different head. 


* Snake-bite”’ is recorded as the cause of death in four instances, This is 
insignificant as compared with the idea which often obtains in England that there 
is much danger to life everywhere in Australia from reptiles, and especially so in 
Queensland. The cases of death resulting from snake-bite, in an observation ex- 
tending over several years, prove this to be a most groundless impression. 


Our enterprise in the far North seems to have cost us two deaths, of 
Polynesians, from alligators. It would be well if nothing else had proved more 
fatal, but there is reason to fear that many have died in the bush on the long route 
from Cooktown to the Palmer, before the present road was found, of whom nothing 
will ever be known, and of whose end it can be only surmised, that they have fallen 
victims to the dangers incident to such adventures, from dysentery or other affec- 
tions resulting from over fatigue, exposure, and want.

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REPORT OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVER FOR THE 
YEAR 1874. 


Str, 


The year 1874 has not been marked by any unusual extremes of weather, with the excep- 
tion of the rainfall, which has been very much under the average. Tempests have been rare, and but 
little injury to life or property has resulted from this cause. 


To refer to all parts of this large colony, if even the means were at hand, would increase this 
Report beyond reasonable limits. I shall, therefore, refer at length only to the Brisbane station, which 
is the longest established and most complete, and at which the observations are taken by myself. Tables 
referring to other parts of the colony are attached to this Report. 


TEMPERATURE. 


In my Reports for 1872 and 1873, I expressed an opinion, that a regular increase of temperature 
would be felt for several years. The correctness of this idea is shown by the following table, which is 
the result of over eleven hundred special observations each year :—

A steady decrease is seen from 1868 to 1872, a period of five years. The years 1873 and 1874, 
where the increase appears, approach very closely to the years 1871 and 1870. It is likely that an 
increasing temperature will be felt for some years to come, to be followed by a corresponding decrease. 


The highest temperature in shade, 100°, was twice recorded, on November 21st and December 
22nd, but 96° was not exceeded at any other time during the year. The lowest temperature in shade, 35°, 
was on August 7th. 

The highest temperature in sun, as shown by the solar radiation thermometer, was 131°, on 
November 21st. The lowest on grass, 33°, was on August 7th. There is no record of freezing having 
been reached during the year. 


A brief statement of the average mean shade temperature of each month during the year may be 
interesting. The general averages are taken from the previous ten years’ records of each corresponding 
month. In January the temperature was 1°7° over, February 0°8° over, March 1°5° over, April 0°3° over; 
in May 1:0° under, June 2°0° under; in July 1°5° over, August 08° over, September 1-0° over; in 
October 0°6° under, November 3°7° over, and in December 1°5° under. 

The mean shade temperature of March, 76°4°, was the highest on record of any corresponding 
month, except in 1866, which exceeded it by 0°1°. The temperature of June, 588°, was much lower than 
that of any corresponding month since 1862. July temperature was the warmest during twelve years, 
excepting only July 1872, which was 02° higher. November, showing 77°5°, was the hottest on record. 

The mean diurnal range of temperature for the year, 21°8°, has been rather greater than usual, and 
was only exceeded in 1868 by 0'1°. The extreme range, 38°5°, was on November 21st, the hottest day of 
the year ; the least range was 8°0°, on April 23rd, during very wet weather, two inches of rain having 
fallen on that day. 

The daily records of temperature will be found in Tables VIII., IX., X., XI, XII. 


RAINFALL. 


The rainfall at Brisbane for the year was much less than usual, having been 12°57 inches under 
the average of the past fifteen years. The total fall, 38°71 inches, during 135 days, is the least on record, 
excepting the years 1862, with 28:27 inches during 98 days—1865, with 24°11 inches during 52 days, 
and 1868, with 35:98 inches during 110 days. The rainfall of the previous year, 1873, exceeded the 
average by 9°84 inches; showing an excess of 23°31 inches over 1874, a quantity almost equal to the 
entire rainfall of 1865. The largest fall in one day, 2°31 inches, was on July 31st. The greatest fall in 
one month was in January, when 11:08 inches fell during 18 days. The least fall, 0:04 inch, on three 
days, was in August. The daily rainfall ior the vear will be found in Table XIV. 
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Throughout the colony the rainfall has been generally less than usual. The largest amount fell at 
Cardwell, 98°87 inches during 102 days; of this, 79°30 inches fell in 60 days, during four months. The 
geographical position and nature of the back country will account for such a heavy fall. The least 
quantity was at Dalby, where only 21:28 inches fell during 28 days; this is remarkable, as at Toowoomba, 
only 50 miles eastward, the fall was nearly double, 39°88 inches having fallen during 78 days. The 
position of the latter, on the verge of the Main Range, will satisfactorily account for this great difference. 
At Warwick and Stanthorpe the rain slightly exceeded that of Dalby. Particulars of the monthly rainfall 
throughout the colony will be found in Table No. VIL., and in Tables IV., V., and VL., the rainfall for a 


number of years. 
New stations for taking rain observations continue to be established; several of which are in 


regions until lately known only to the explorer. 


All the summaries issued from this Observatory continue to be forwarded to the principal 
Meteorological Observatories throughout the world, and, in return, numerous and valuable papers on 
Meteorological and other scientific subjects, are received. 


The summaries of the returns from the principal stations continue to be published regularly in the 
Government Gazette ; in which also appears monthly the returns of rainfall throughout the colony. 


The instruments at the various stations continue to be in good order, and, with few exceptions, 
work very satisfactorily. The instruments in use at the chief station at Brisbane are as follow :—
